For better or worse, racial separation persists among campus Greeks

Since the heady days of protests in the 1950s and 
1960s, the civil rights movement has made tremendous 
strides in breaking down barriers between blacks and 
whites in the community and on the college campus 
But there is still de facto segregation 

Most people will tell you that there really is no 
problem. But there is a separation between black and 
white fraternities and sororities at CSUS 

Members of the respective groups say there is no 
outward animosity between the organizations, but they 
are aware of the division. 

“Technically, each group is supposed to integrate,” 
said Fred McNally, adviser for community activities on 
campus. “There are ‘tokens’ in some groups.” 

While there is no conflict beteen the two, opinions 
as to why there is a division contrast. 

“Whites and blacks pledge different,” said Michael 
Watson, former vice presidentof Inter-Fraternity 
Council and a member of Kappa Alpha Psi fraternity, 
an all-black fraternity. “Blacks are more secre- 


uve about their procedures, whereas whites are much 
more open. Everything that goes on within a 
black fraternity stays there. Certain things about the 
white fraternities are known to most everybody on 
campus.” 

Pledging is definitely different, said Cecilia Jordan 
of Delta Sigma Theta, a black sorority. “In our 
organization we stress more of a bonding, lifetime 
commitment from our members, almost like a blood 
sister.” 


Troy Fontes, vice president of one of the black 
chapiers on campus, claims that blacks also tend to 
adhere more closely to the traditions of the Greek 
system. 

Members of the white organizations say that this ts 
where the major difference lies. 

Dave Salzman, president of the Inter-Fraternity 
Council and a member of the predominantly white 
Delta Chi fraternity, said most of the black groups haze 
their incoming pledges, a process which is illegal. The 
ritual varies from branding on the arms to rigorous, 
embarassing activities in front of the student body. 


Becky Endres, a member of the mainly white Delta 
Gamma sorority, recalls when one of her friends was 
pledging a black sorority, “She said she couldn't talk to 
me unless it concerned school functions or academics.” 

History also plays a mayor factor in this division 

“Black and white Greek agendas evolved differ- 
ently,” said Otis Scott, chairman of ethnic studies 
“While the whites tend to stress a more social outlook, 
the blacks tend to stress more self-help as far as 
promoting educational and civic activities.” 


Scott says there is no doubt that social likes and 
dislikes are also motivating factors in a person's choice 
of a fraternity or sorority. “It’s typical of human nature 
to place association among shared interests of certain 
cultural backgrounds,” he said. 

Cecilia Jordan feels this ts one reason why there is 
not a lot of pledging by white to black organizations. 
“Since our concerns are for blacks, they (whites) fee! 
that they would not accomplish anything by joining.” 

Endres said the solution to the problem comes in
